W a s h in g t o n , Jan. 19.—A tele'gram 
has just. been receive'd at the Chinese

has been effected.

Chou hay is to lie liMised, a licit sur­ 
rounding tho hay extending IOO Ii (about 
SO mi lew) to be tho boundary. All the* Ger­ 
man troops outside the' prescribed limits 
are to be' withdrawn. 
Two of the cul­ 
prits charged with the murder* of tho 
missionaries are to be punished with 
death and tile rest with imprisonment. 
Permission will lie granted for the build­ 
ing of churche s in the cit i os of Tsi-N ing, 
Tsao-Cliow-Fu aud Chu-Yeh, and dwell­ 
ing houses for the missionaries in the 
seven places iii the "districts e*f Tsao- 
Hien and Shan-Hien will be erected* for 
which purpose a sum of 225,000 tae*ls 
will be allowed. 
This amount is to be 
taken also as a compe'iisation for the 
killing of the missionaries.

“I hereby de'sire* to n*ce>rd my earnest J 
protest against the* placing of the name 
of Vernon H. Burke upon committees 
of this senate upon which honorable 
gentlemen have beedi selected to serve. 
To force by the1 majority votes of this 
body the assignation of this lx*trayer of 
party trusts with those whose honor 
and sense of duty would shrink from 
such conduct is to offer a reward for 
treason to party, to principle and to 
Anierii'An manhood. 
“I protest against tile violation of 
party and personal pledges, aud I hereby 
declare it my duty to hold the party who 
voluntarially place's his pledges before 
the people in securing their votes as 
fully responsible to them as he is mor­ 
ally resixmsible to his maker. 
“ And for the'se and many other rea- 
reiis de ar to American citizenship I here 
aud now enter this protest against the 
enforcing of this political traitor into 
the presence or company of honorable 
men.” 
There was immediate objection from 
the Democratic members to the language 
of the protest, but a motion to expunge 
objectionable phrases was ruled out of 
order by the president on the ground

J. J. Sullivan, H. M. Daugherty 
and Cyrus Huling were present to rep­ 
resent Senator Hanna, Major Dick and 
others, but the committee voted four to 
one against allowing any counsel to par­ 
ticipate. 
The committees in executive session, 
decided not to allow any attorneys, and 
adopted other rules of procedure.

AN ALASKAN POSSIBILITY. 


It la 
Said That T here W ill Be M ach 
M oney In G ardening There. 
In the days of the movements of great 
bodies of prospectors from one gold dig­ 
gings to another on the Pacific slope 
there were shrewd men who followed 
and made comfortable fortunes raising 
food crops and selling their products to 
the miners. 
Information gathered by 
bureaus of the government goes to show* 
that there will be a considerable field 
for this kind of profitable enterprise in 
Alaska. 
Contrary to the impressions 
which mauy at home have formed, this 
land of glaciers and snowdrifts and 60 
degrees below zero has a period of long, 
bot summer days sufficient to grow fine 
crops of early m aturing vegetables. 
There are rich valleys in Alaska 
where splendid returns from potatoes 
have been obtained by the missionaries. 
Tho most of those who go will be gold 
seekers. Probably not one man in 1,000 
will think of turning to Alaskan ag ri­ 
culture, but that one will have a bank 
account far larger than the average of 
the 999. 
He will have a market that 
will absorb all be can raise. 
He will 
get almost bis own price. 
The lowest 
estimate put upon the number of peo­ 
ple who will go to the goldfields this 
season is 100,900. The Canadians think 
that it will be nearer 250,000. Officials 
of the United States coast survey say 
there will be great money in gardening 
in Alaska this year. — W. B. S. in St. 
Louis Globe-Democrat.

Tho strangest night in the Klondike 
this spring will be two dozen monkeys 
equipped with nil the paraphernalia of 
gold miners, which are now on their way 
to tho frozen treasure fields on the Yu­ 
kon under the care of one of the wealth­ 
iest mine ow ii ore in the British em­ 
pire. The mime of this millionaire who 
ia going to startle the Klondikers is Cap­ 
tain Edward Moas, a well known club­ 
man in london, who is one of the most 
important operators of goldflelds in 
Bouth Africa. 
He bas secured a large 
interest in one of the Canadian mining 
companias. 
This corps of 94 monkeys is intend­ 
ed by Captain Moss to be bnt the van­ 
guard of an army of these animals. 
As 
soon as tho first installment is pot to 
work successfully on the claims his 
syndicate controls lie promises to have 
more monkeys road/ to do manual la­ 
bor, the duties of foreman and over­ 
seers boing performed as at present by 
trustworthy men. 
While the idea of having monkeys 
act the part of miners is startling in 
America, Captain Moss says that be has 
had them working right along on his 
claims in tho Transvaal for the past 
four years. 
In an interview Captain 
Moss said: “The advantages to a mine 
owner of having his claims worked by 
monkeys rather than by human laborers 
are many. Monkeys do not know enough 
to be dishonest. They will not hide any 
of the precious metal that they find, for 
even if they were to steal it they would 
not have any possible ase for it. 
This 
is by far tile greatest advantage the em­ 
ployment of monkeys possesses over the 
use of men. 
“ The monkeys never attempt to hide 
the metal they find, or to store it away. 
The bunt for gold seems to have a per­ 
fect fascination for them, and they 
show a greedy rivalry in the rapidity 
at which they can get up a pile. 
“ In the second place, they work like 
Trojans all the time they are allowed 
to look for gold, and they need no urg­ 
ing from owner or from overseer. The 
latten has no other matter to trouble his 
mind thau to pick out the spot where 
be wishes the monkeys to oonduot oper­ 
ations. 
“ A third great advantage in the em­ 
ployment of monkeys is the immense 
difference iii cost. A human laborer de­ 
mands fabulously high wages, whether 
he succeeds in finding good ore or not. 
Besides these high wages he insists up­ 
on the best of food, no matter what the 
market conditions are and what prices 
his employer is forced to pay for them. 
All this is different when monkeys are 
employed. They can bo purchased out­ 
right for next to nothing, and besides 
requiring no wages they need mach 
less expensive food and seem thankful 
for whatever is given them. 
“ Again, the employment of monkeys 
is more advantageous, because they are 
steady workers and not liable to go off 
on long sprees at critical moments whi n 
help is needed badly and no labor m ar­ 
ket is ut hand from which to re-enforce 
the shift. 
“ With my experience of several years 
with these animals I have yet to learn 
a single thing uot in their favor, except 
the fact that it usually requires nearly 
four monkeys to i.o work equivalent to 
that done by one man. I anticipate that 
the 24 monkeys I cm sending to tho 
Kloudiko will do tho work of seven 
ablebodied men 
They do a class of 
work that men cannot do as well as 
they. 
They of ten nuder valuable aid 
when man is useless. They are very 
diligent iii gathering up tho small pieces 
of quartz ti,at would be passed unno­ 
ticed by the workmen and piling them 
up in little heaps that can be easily 
taken up with tho shovel aud thrown 
into tho mill. Their keen eyea are sharp 
to see the small particles that the human 
eye would pass over.” 
The only monkey that is fitted for 
mining in the Klondike, Captain Moss 
claims, is the Month African monkey 
tailed the black orang, which bears a 
strong resemblance to man both in gen­ 
eral stature and length of limbs, as well 
as the shape of its head. Its arms are a 
great deal longer than a man's, and its 
hands have much more grasp, and these 
facts, together with tile advantage the 
black orang has of being perfectly at 
home when lying on its stomach, make 
it better equipped as a successful miner. 
Its oyes can bo 
kept closely to the 
ground, its reach is longer, and it can 
in many cases dispense with a pick and 
shovel on aoeouut of its unusual hands. 
Captain Moss is giving his monkeys 
a secular dict to inure them to the ex­ 
treme cold of tho Klondike. 
Besides 
fitting them up with fur clothing, they 
will be kept fat on plenty of oily food 
such as the Eskimos live upon chiefly 
and which is abundant and oheap in 
the arctic circle. 
The way in which Captain Moss came 
lo have monkeys working on his South 
African claim s is interesting. 
He had 
two monkeys that were great 
pets. 
¥v believer Lie went to dig gold in the 
mines, they were constantly following 
bim ubout the mines. 
One day he saw 
them busily ( imaged in gathering un 


scifi 11 pieces of quartz and putting them 
fa piles. This gave him the idea of put­ 
ting them to work as miners on trial, 
and their value as laborers was soon 
manifest. 
“ They enjoy the labor very 
much, ” says Captain Mosa, “ aud would 
work all day, so their number was in* 
creased till there are 24 of them work­ 
ing daily in or about the mines. It was 
deeply interesting to see the two pet 
monkeys teach the others how to work. 
They live and work together without 
quarreling. 
They are quite methodical 
iu their habits. They go to work and 
retite iu the same manner as human be­ 
ings. “ —New York World.

The novel sight of women residents 
af the Canadian and American sides of 
the river aud of tourists crossing the 
bridges between the two countries strip­ 
ped of all their seal furs has been viewed 
recently by many. This is caused by the 
enforcement of the new law winch the 
customs officials have been instrtcted to 
carry out rigidly. Nearly all wearers of 
sealskins were notified on the Canadian 
side to leave their sacks, gloves and 
caps there if they did not want them 
confiscated. Tho Uuitod .States customs 
officers stationed at t>oth bridges were 
notified recently to seize anything that 
looked like sealskin, aud it was after 
this notification that the trouble com 
sconced. 
The situation at Niagara Falls is prob 
ably differeut from that at any other 
point*on the frontier. Both sides of the 
river are thickly settled, and the Cana­ 
dians and American population go back 
and forth daily. 
On the Canadian side, back of the 
high bluff, a number of wealthy Amor 
ican families have country seats, and a 
great many of the ladies in these fami 
lies, as well as Canadian ladies, who 
wear sealskin coats, pass over the river 
to the American side daily while out 
driving and making calls. 
The falls is 
also a great visiting resort for tourists 
in winter, who drive over the bridges 
to view the ice effects of the fella 
The sealskin garments taken from 
their wearers are turned into the ap 
praisers office at the customs bouse at 
Suspension Bridge, where the owner, 
after filing application, must wait until 
notice has been sent to the secretary of 
the treasury for a decision in the mat 
ter. 
Several sealskin hats of Canadians 
were seized belonging to gentlemen en 
route on business to Buffalo and New 
York, and many a man went on to his 
destination wearing a little traveling 
cap, after having left his name and 
something by which he oould identify 
his confiscated headgear.—New York 
Journal.

of the Inter-State Commerce Commis­ 
sion, violation of the law being charged 
The first Monday in January the 
messengers applied as usual to Agent 
Hill for monthly tickets, and were re­ 
fused, the agent acting under instruc­ 
tions. 
The matter was taken in hand 
by the association of messengers who do 
business in Pittsburg, and is now before 
t ie authorities at Washington. 
The movement was made through 
Representative Acheson 
by 
Edward 
Culbertson for the association, and was 
i i the form of a memorial which recites 
the grievances of the messengers in d« • 
tail. It says they are engaged in inter­ 
state commerce, and entitled to come 
under the law. They are forbidden to 
take baggage ou trains when such bag­ 
gage is marked with their names, which 
they claim is a result of a conspiracy be­ 
tween the railroad and express compan­ 
ies. Other parties are allowed this priv- 
elege, and for this reason discrimination 
is charged. The case of the liverpool 
messengers who were refused tickets is 
also given. 
Mr. Culbertson, therefore, cora plait ■ 
that the railroads and express company 
are engaged, in violation of the legal 
right and of the laws of the United 
States regulating inter-state commerce, 
in discriminating between commercial 
messengers and other persons, with the 
intent and for the purpose of driving 
such messengers out of business, aud 
prays that the commission investigate 
the matter and cause the abuses men­ 
tioned to be corrected.

Had her presence among the 
Indians not been discovered when it 
*:1n she would by this tim e *£ve been 
the squaw of one of the braver of the 
tribe. 
Last fall the Rev. Mr. Spronl was on 
a bunting trip along the upper waters 
of Cherry creek in Missouri, aud in his 
w anderings he came upon a small set­ 
tlement of Sioux Indians, the members 
of which were preparing to celebrate 
with savage ceremonies the wedding of 
black Dog, oni of the Sioux braves, 
and Swift Fawn, a girl whose beauty 
was known far and wide. 
The clergyman, 
whose labors are 
mainly among the red men, naturally 
supposed Swift Fawn to be an Indian 
maiden, und being 
interested in the 
welfare of the red people requested to 
be allowed to attoud the wedding. 
When thin request was refused, his sus­ 
picions were aroused, and he determined 
to attend in spite of the warnings he re­ 
ceived to attend to bis own affairs and 
let the Indians alone. 
In the meantime Mr. Spronl had 
summoned the Indian agent from the 
aearest reservation, and together the 
two men invaded the circle in which 
stood Black Dog and Swift Fawn. 
In­ 
stead of an Indian girl Swift Fawn was 
found to be a white girl, a little beau­ 
ty, with an olive complexion and long 
blond hair worn down her back in two 
braids in Indian fashion. 
Taking in the situation at a glance, 
the Indian agent commanded that the 
eeremouy cease immediately, and that 
Swift Fawn be taken back to her guard­ 
ians. Hero she was seen by Mr. Spronl 
sod the agent. 
She spoke the Sioux 
tongue, bot gave evidence in a thousand 
ways that she was originally from a 
home of refinement. 
By threatening with dire punishment 
the Indians in whose care the girl had 
been Mr. Sproul aud the agent secured 
from them a promise that no further 
steps should be taken toward giving the 
girl in marriage. An order was secured 
through the efforts of Senator Kyle re­ 
moving her from tho reservation to the 
school at Sioux Falls. 
This order came very Dear proving 
worthless, for the Indians had become 
Alarmed when the wedding was stopped 
and were trying to have the marriage 
performed secretly when 
the 
order 
reached the reservation. 
When Mr. 
Sproul presented the document giving 
him authority to take charge of the 
girl, the Indians, especially the pair 
who claimed to be the father and moth- : 
«r of Swift Fawn, were furious, and for 
a time it looked as if the clergyman 
would never return alive to Pierre. 
A 
plut to kill him was conceived, but this 
was frustrated by Swift Fawn, who I 
warned the minister of bis danger and ; 
thus gave him an opportunity to pro* J 
tect himself. 
Finally the Indians, when they saw 
that their fight was ageless, agreed to 
give up the girl, aud then her reputed 
father and mother told Mr. Spronl all 
they knew of her, and their story recall­ 
ed vividly a raid made by Sitting Bull. 
Some years ago, they said, a band of 
indiana, with Sitting Bull at the head, 
bruke away from the reservation and 
“jade a raid upon the settlers of lower 
manitoba, killing men, women and chil­ 
lo and setting fire to all the cabins as 
yell as driving off the live stock. 
Among the settlers put to death were 
r. aud Airs. Andrew Russell, who had 
recently come from the east w ith their 
attle baby girl.

Words an* slowly returning to Wil­ 
liam ll. Alb ii, the stationer of Brick 
Church, N. J., 
who 
was 
recently 
stricken with aphasia. The 
man 
is 
helping to cure himself by the power of 
his own will. 
He repeats the alphabet, 
reads the paper, attempts to name the 
objects about him aud seeks to marshal 
straggling words into sentences, 
The strange affliction came upon him 
when he went down stairs a few morn­ 
ings ago. 
He tried to groet his wife. 
The words "good morning” were what 
he would halo said, only the syllables 
would not come to bis lips. 
He could 
make only inarticnlate sounds. 
Mrs. 
Allen sent for Dr. T. N. Gray, the fam­ 
ily physician, who at once recognized a 
case of aphasia. 
The part of the brain 
which presides over language—the third 
frontal convolution—had been clogged, 
probably by some fatty substance. 
Mr. 
Allen had a fit of sneezing only a few 
minutes before he lost the power to ar­ 
ticulate. This may have been in part re­ 
sponsible for tile clot upon the brain. 
Dr. William Pierson, who was also 
called in consultation, agreed with the 
diagnosis made by Dr. Gray. 
Mr. Allen understands nearly every­ 
thing which his wife and the physicians 
say to him. 
When be attempts to force 
a sentence in reply to the language ad­ 
dressed to bim, he finds that the words 
which he needs have slipped away. 
He 
has tho thought, but the form is gone. 
His condition is like that of a child. 
The infant knows the meaning of the 
words which are spoken bo him long’be­ 
fore he can speak. The impression made 
by the mind of the child is not strong 
enough to act as a guide in pronouncing 
the syllables. 
Mr. Allen is beginning to learn lan­ 
guage all over again. 
In many cases, 
however, by a strong exercise of his 
will, the words come back in twos and 
threes. He is able to form disconnected 
sentences. 
He can write, too, after the 
manner in which he talks. 
He has been much assisted in his ef­ 
forts at learning words by bis wife. He 
began recently by reciting bis alphabet 
A primer was shown to bim. 
His face 
brightened at the sight of the charac­ 
ters, and then he began to recite A, B, 
G, D, and so on without the slightest 
hesitation to the final letter. He seemed 
to feel much encouraged. 
He is a man of rugged health, his 
physicians say. He is tall, broad shoul­ 
dered, and bis cheeks are florid. 
He 
does not go to business, but takes walks 
about his home, at 22 Halstead street, 
East Orange, N. J. 
He went about the 
streets looking at the horses, the wagons 
aud the trees and trying to force him ­ 
self to recollect the names which were 
connected with the objects which he 
saw. 
He went down to his store a few days 
ago. 
His clerks were surprised to see 
him. They were more surprised when 
he picked up a pad of paper and wrote 
down the following orders: 
‘Arthur stay store. 
Freeman say 
stand. ” 
The first of these sentences meant 
that one of his clerks who had been sent 
around town on errands should remain 
in the store. 
The other meant that 
Freeman, another clerk, should have 
charge of the newsstand near the rail­ 
road station at Brick Church. 
He went to the telephone in his home 
the other day. Mrs. Allen called up the 
store. 
The word which is always asso­ 
ciated with a telephone came to his lips, 
“ Hello!” he said. 
He tried to talk, but could not express 
the idea in his mind. His wife told the 
clerk at the store that her husband was 
better aud started to hang up the re­ 
ceiver. 
Mr. Allen took the appliance 
from her and said “ Goodby!” into the 
transm itter. The hanging up of the tube 
of hard rubber had suggested a word so 
strongly that he pronounced it almost 
involuntarily. 
Dr. Gray called upon Mr. Allen, who 
wrote on a slip of paper the words, 
“ Recover soon?” The physician told 
bim that he was not certain, but that 
be hoped that he would. Mr. Allen 
smiled. 
He understood the words per­ 
fectly. 
Dr. Gray then said: “ You must take 
a long rest. 
You must go away from 
business. ” 
A look of eager earnestness came into 
the m an’s eyes. 
“ I can do it,” he said 
quickly. 
“ Whenever Mr. Allen has a sudden 
impulse to say a word,” said Dr. Gray 
to me, “ he can pronounce it. If he had 
in the sentence ‘I can do it’—the first 
connected sentence he has yet uttered— 
stopped at the words ‘I can’ aud tried 
to recollect, he would have boeu unable 
to proceed further.” 
Mr. Allen was at home when I called 
the other afternoon. 
He came to the 
door in response to my ring. He smiled 
aud attempted, evidently, to say “ Good 
afternoon#” The fact that he saw a 
stranger before him seemed to embar­ 
rass him. 
He muttered something in- 
luherent, and nodded toward his wife. 
He then went up stairs. His physicians 
had forbidden him to attem pt to talk to 
strangers. 


UL — The open 
session of the senate was brief, practi­ 
cally the only business accomplished 
aside from the routine proceedings was 
the passage o f the urgent deficiency ap­ 
propriation bill. 
The mea sun* as finally 
passed by the senate curries ll,DIS,810. 
The Teller resolution, providing that 
bonds of the* United States may lie paid 
ill standard silver dollars, was favorably 
reported by a majority of the finance 
committee, and notice* was given that it 
would Im* called up at an early date. An 
effort was made to fix a time for the 
final vote on the pending census bill, 
but was abandoned. 
The vote on the Teller resolution 
Stood 8 to 5 in the committee. 
The re solution is practically the same 
as the Stanley Matthews 
resolution 
adopted some* years ago. 
Those voting for the re solution were: 
Messrs, Vest, Jones (Ark.), 
W hite, 
Walthall, Turpin, Daniel, Democrats; 
Jones (Nev.), Silver Republican, and 
Wolcott, Republican. 
Those* against: Morrill, Allison, Aid- 
rich, Platt (Conn.), and Burrows. 
Senator Jones of Nevada was not 
present, but his vote was, by his re­ 
quest, recorded in favor of the reso­ 
lution. 
The vote in tho committee WM pre­ 
ceded by a discussion, which wfis gener­ 
ally participated in by the members of 
the committee. The general tenor of 
the discussion was along the same lines 
as that of a week ago, tile Republicans 
contending that the resolution was use­ 
less and would be devoid of results, and 
the Democrats and their allies taking 
Hie opposite position. 
The Republicans 
especially deprecated the agitation of 
the financial question at tho present 
time, saying there was no effort, and 
likely to be none, to pass a general finan­ 
cial measure through the senate com­ 
mitting the country more definitely to 
the gold standard. 
To this the Democrats replied by cit- 
j 
lug the efforts of Secretary Gage and 
ex-Senator Edmunds to have congress 
take up the question in a way w hich 
looked to placing the country definitely 
upon a gold bttsis. They contended that 
it was the evident purpose of the adminis­ 
tration to secure legislation in the inter­ 
est of the single standard whenever op­ 
portunity offered and avowed their pur­ 
pose of securing a declaration in favor 
of a double standard, such as was pro­ 
posed in this resolution, if possible to do 
so, in order to show' that there had been 
no change in sentiment. If, they said, 
the business interests were to be in­ 
jured by the agitation of the financial 
question at this time, the blame should 
be placed upon die Republican adminis­ 
tration and not upon themselves. 
When some of the Republican sena­ 
tors were reminded that they had voted 
for the resolution when presented by 
Hon. Stanley Matthews 20 years ago 
they admitted such to be the fact, but 
said in explanation of their present at­ 
titude that conditions had changed. 
Senator Wolcott did not vote with his 
Republican friends, but heartily sup­ 
ported the resolution, saying he would 
vote for it every time it came up.

NEW ELECTRIC ENGINE. 


M otor R esem b le* a Strom L ocom otive C a i 
Set B etw een T w o S leep in g Shield*. 
A number of railroad, steamship aud 
city officials and others interested in 
Hoboken’s commercial department were 
the guests of the Hoboken “ Shore road’’ 
recently in a trial trip of a new 640 
horsepower electric locomotive. 
Superintendent W. J. Clark of the 
General Electric company, builders of 
the new motor, handled the power of 
the locomotive aud showed how the 
train could be started, run and checked 
at various speeds without a jerk. 
The motor looks like a steam locomo­ 
tive cab, 
set between two sleeping 
shields, the whole placed upon eight 
wheels. 
The interior is a well lighted 
room with ample space for movement. 
The movement of the motor armature 
is communicated to the wheels through 
spur gears, the gears being arranged for 
the very low speed of eight miles an 
hour when the locomotive is hauling 
a load, so complying with city ordi 
nances.—Pittsburg Dispatch.

DOLE THE NATION’S GUEST. 


P resid en t D irects an Official 
R ecep tio n , 
C o m m en cin g a t C hicago. 


W a sh in g t o n, Jan. 19.—Arrangements 
are making for the entertainm ent of 
President Dole of Hawaii on a scale be­ 
fitting his rank as the chief magistrate 
of a friendly nation. It has been decided 
that ho shall be regarded as the nation’s 
guest, and that our govermnent shall 
bear tho expense of his entertainment 
while iii Washington. 
President McKinley has decided to 
have the official torn* of the Hawaiian 
president begin ot Chicago, and at that 
point in his overland tour he will Im*. 
met by the representatives of the presi­ 
dent and of the United States govern­ 
ment. This is brought about by tho 
fact that the representatives would not 
have time to reach San Francisco before 
the departure of President Dole for the 
east. The personal representative of 
the president will Im* Third ‘Assistant 
Secretary of State Thomas W. Cridlcr; 
the army will be represented by Major 
H. O. S. Heistand, assistant adjutant 
general, aud the navy probably by 
Lieutenant Commander T. E. Phelps, 
now in this city on leave of absence, the 
last named being personally acquainted 
with the distinguished 
visitor 
and

It is expected that his stay will not be 
long, and, while the exact nature of the 
powers reposed by the Hawaiian gov­ 
ernment in President Dole is not known 
at the state department, there is reason 
to believe that he may lie authorized to 
act for his government in the matter of 
accepting any amendment that m ay Im* 
made in the annexation treaty, and thus 
save valuable time in the conclusion of 
the negotiations.

CAPTAIN MOSS W ILL W O RK TH EM IN 


KLONOIKE MINES. 


Trained to W ork In African MI no*, They 


W ill lira re th e Alaskan Cold Bro—art la 


Knit* o f Fur* Homa o f tho Advantage* 


la I'nlnf Them. 


Tho stranguat night in the Klondike 
thin apriug will be two dozen monkeys, 
equipped with nil the paraphernalia of 
gold miners, whiob are now on their way 
to the frozen treasure fields on the Yu­ 
kon andor the oare of one of the wealth­ 
iest mine owner* in the British em 
pire The nume of this millionaire who 
la going to startle the Klondikers is Cap 
lain Edward Moas. a well known club 
man in London, who la one of the most 
important operators of goldfield* in 
Hon th Afriea. He bas secured a large 
interest in one of the Canadian mining 
companies. 
This corps of 94 Donkeys is intend 
ed by Captain Mom to be bot the ran 
guard of an army of these animals. As 
soon as the first installment is pot to 
work successfully on the claims his 
syndicate controls bs promises to have 
more monkeys roady to do manual la 
bor, the duties of foreman and over 
seers boing performed as at present by 
trustworthy men. 
While the idea of baring monkeys 
act the part of miners is startling in 
America, Captain Mom says that he baa 
bad them working right along on his 
claims in the Tran sr aal for the past 
fonr years. In an interview Captain 
Mom said: “The advantages to a mine 
owner of having bis olaims worked by 
monkeys rather than by bornan laborers 
are many. Monkeys do not know enough 
to he dishonest llisy will not hide any 
of the precious metal that they find, for 
even if they were to steal it they would 
not have any possible ase for it. This 
is by far the greatest advantage the em­ 
ployment of monkeys poms moi over the 
nee of men. 
“ The monkeys never attempt to bide 
the metal they find, or to store it away. 
The bout for gold seams to have a per­ 
fect fascination far them. and they 
show n greedy rivalry in the rapidity 
at whiob they can get ap a pile. 
“ In the second place, they work like 
Trojans all the time they are allowed 
to look for gold, and they need no urg­ 
ing from owuer or from overseer. The 
latten has no other matter to trouble his 
mind than to pick oat the spot where 
he wishes tho monkeys to conduct oper­ 
ations. 
“ A third great advantage in the em­ 
ployment of monkeys is tbs immense 
difference in cost A human laborer de­ 
mands fabulously high wages, whether 
he succeeds in Auding good ore or not. 
Besides these high wages he insists up­ 
on the best of food, no matter what the 
market conditions are and what prices 
his employer is forced to pay for them. 
All this is different when monkeys are 
employed. They can bo purchased out­ 
right for next to nothing, and besides 
requiring no wages they need much 
less expensive food and seem thankful 
for whatever is given them. 
“ Again, tho employment of monkeys 
Is more advantageous, because they are 
steady workers and not liable to go off 
nu long sprees at critical moments w hen 
help is needed badly and no labor mar­ 
ket is ut baud from whioh to re-euforce 
the shift. 
“ With my experience of several year* 
with these animals I have yet to learn 
a single thing not in their favor, except 
the fact that it usually require* nearly 
four monkeys to uu e (irk equivalent to 
that done by one luau. lautici|4»te that 
the 21 monkeys I cm sending to the 
Klondike will do tho work of seven 
ablebodied men 
Tie y do a class of 
work that men cannot do as well as 
they. They often nuder valuable aid 
when man is useless. They are very 
diligent in gathering up the small pieces 
of quartz ti ut would be passed unno­ 
ticed by the workmen aud piling them 
up in little heaps that eau bo cum Iv 
taken up with the shovel and thrown 
into tho mill. Their keen eyes are sharp 
to sic the small particles that the human 
eye would pass over.'* 
The only monkey that is fitted for 
mining in the Klondike, Captain Moss 
claims, is tho South African monkey 
tailed the black orang, which bears a 
strong resell i bl an ce to man both in gen­ 
eral stature aud length of limbs, as well 
ss the shape of its head. Its arms are a 
great deal louder than a man's, and its 
bauds have much more grasp, aud these 
facts, together with tile advantage the 
black orang has of being perfectly at 
home when lying on its stomach, make 
it better uqnipi»ed as a suoeessful miner. 
Its eyes can be kept closely to the 
ground, its reach is longer, and it eau 
in many cases dispense with a pick aud 
ibovel un account of its unusual builds. 
Captain Moss is giviug his monkeys 
a peculur dict to inurn them to the ex­ 
treme cold of the Klondike. 
Besides 
fitting them up with fur clothing, they 
will be kept fat on plenty of oily food 
such as the Eskimos live ujkmi chiefty 
aud w hich is abundant and cheap in 
the arctic circle. 
The way in which Captain Moss came 
lo have moukeys working oil his South 
African claims is interesting. He had 
two monkeys that were great 
pets 
Whenever be went to dig gold in the 
mines, they were constantly following 
Him about the mines. One day he saw 
them busily encaged in gathering u t 


•mg11 pieces of quarts and putting them 
in piles. This gave him th# idea of pot­ 
ting them to work as miners on trial, 
and their value as laborers was soon 
manifest. “ They enjoy the labor very 
much,” says Captain Moss, “ and would 
work all day, so their number was in­ 
creased till there are 24 of them work­ 
ing daily iii or about the mines. It was 
deeply interesting to see the two pet 
monkeys teach the others how to work. 
They live and work together without 
quarreling. They are quite methodical 
in their habits. They go to work and 
m ite in tho same manner as human be­ 
ings. “ —New York World.

The novel sight of women residents 
of the Canadian and American sides of 
the river aud of tourists croMing the 
bridges between the t wo conn tries strip­ 
ped of all their seal furs bas been viewed 
recently by many. This is caused by the 
enforcement of the new law wb.ob the 
customs officials have been instituted to 
carry out rigidly. Nearly all wearers of 
sealskins were notified on the Canadian 
side to leave their sacks, gloves and 
caps there if they did not want them 
confiscated. Tho United States customs 
officers stationed at Loth bridges were 
notified recently to seize anything that 
looked like sealskin, and it was after 
this notification that the trouble oom 
Danced. 
The situation at Niagara Falls Is prob 
ably different from that at any other 
point*on the frontier. Both sides of the 
river are thickly aettled, and the Cana­ 
dians and American population go back 
and forth daily. 
On the Canadian side, back of the 
high blaff, a number of wealthy Amar 
loan families have country seats, and a 
great many of the ladies in these fami­ 
lies, as well as Canadian ladies, who 
wear sealskin coala, pass over tbs river 
to the American aids daily while out 
driving and making calla The tells is 
also a great visiting resort for tourists 
in winter, who drive over the bridges 
to view tbs ice effects of tbs falls. 
Tbs sealskin garments taken from 
their wearers are turned into the ap­ 
praiser’s office at the customs bouse at 
Suspension Bridge, where the owner, 
after filing application, most wait until 
notice bas been sent to the secretary of 
the treasury for a decision in the mat­ 
ter. 
Several sealskin bats of Canadians 
were seized belonging to gentlemen en 
route on business to Buffalo and New 
York, and many a man went oo to bis 
destination wearing a little traveling 
cap, after having left hia name and 
something by which be oould identify 
bis confiscated headgear.—New York 
Journal. 


NEW BUNKO GAME.

Henry Winter of Santa Ana, one of 
the largest celery growers in California, 
bus recently returned from Chicago, 
where he was the victim of one of the 
cleverest bunko schemes yet heard of. 
He was sent east by celery growers to 
advance their interests and took $200 
for expenses. He was probibly sized up 
on the train, for when he utcpped off at 
Chicago he was met by three men, who 
told him to consider himself nuder ar­ 
ri*?! for counterfeiting. He told them 
who he was and declared there must be 
a mistake. 
“ Now, don’t try lo fool us,” was the 
only answer. “ We are United States 
officers.” They threw back the lapels of 
their coats and showed glittering stars. 
“ We know you to be the most danger­ 
ous counterfeiter in 
America, aud, 
further, we know that right now yon 
have on your person quite a sum of 
counterfeit money. “ 
Winter at once protested that he had 
no spurious money, and to prove his as­ 
sertion he produced his roll of bills and 
told the men to look the money over 
aud see if it was not genuine. They in­ 
spected the bills and told Winter they 
were dangerous counterfeits aud that he 
would have to go with them to the po­ 
lice headquarters. 
Without a thought 
of his money he accompanied one of the 
men, who in the crowd suddenly disap­ 
peared. Then he knew for the first time 
that he had fallen among thieves. 
He 
complained to the police, but 
they 
laugh*d at him and called him a jay. 
He didn’t speak of his loss until his re­ 
turn, when he told of bis adventure in 
the dangerous streets of Chicago.—Nev 
York bun. 


The action of the Pennsylvania com­ 
pany in refusing to sell monthly com­ 
mutation tickets to Charles Bish g t 
and R. L. McGahey, Pittsburg messen­ 
gers, has been brought to the attention 
of the Inter-State Commerce Commis­ 
sion, violation of the law being charged 
The first Monday in January the 
messengers applied as nsual to Ageut 
Hill for monthly tickets, and were re­ 
fused, the agent acting under instruc­ 
tions. The matter was taken in hand 
by the association of messengers who do 
business in Pittsburg, and is now before 
t ie authorities at Washington. 
The movement was made through 
Representative Acheson 
by Edward 
Culbertson for the association, and was j 
i i the form of rn memorial which recites 
the grievance of the messengers in d« • 
tail. It says they are engaged in inter­ 
state commerce, and entitled to come I 
under the law. They are forbidden to 
take baggage on trains when such bag­ 
gage is marked with their names, which 
they claim is a result of a conspiracy be­ 
tween the railroad and express compan­ 
ies. Other parties are allowed this priv- 
siege, and for this reason discrimination 
is charged. The case of the Liverpool 
messengers who were refused tickets is 
also given. 
Mr. Culbertson, therefore, oomplaii • 
that the railroads and express company 
are engaged, in violation of the legal 
right and of the laws of the United 
States regulating inter-state commerce, 
in discriminating between commercial 
messengers and other persons, with the 
intent and for the purpose of driving 
such messengers oat of basiueM. aud 
prays that the commission investigate 
the matter and cause the abusee men­ 
tioned to be corrected.

Last fall the Rev. Mr. Spronl was on 
a hunting trip along the upper waters 
af Cherry creek in Missouri, and in his 
w anderings he came upon a small set­ 
tlement of Sioux Indians, the members 
cf w hich were preparing to celebrate 
w ith savage ceremonies the wedding of 
black Dog, on) of the Sioux braves, 
and S w ift Fawn, a girl whose beauty 
wa:! known far and wide. 
The clergyman, whose labors are 
mainly among the red men, naturally 
cup posed Swift Fawn to be an Indian 
B)uul»n, and being interested in the 
w elfare of the red people requested to 
be allowed to attend the wedding. 
When this request was refnsed, his sus­ 
picions were aroused, and he determined 
to attend in spite of the warnings he re­ 
ceived to attend to bis own affairs and 
let the Indians along 
hi the meantime Mr. Spronl had 
commoned the Indian agent from the 
Bearcat reservation, and together the 
two men invaded the circle in which 
good Black Dog and Swift Fawn. 
In- 
ctead of an Indian girl Swift Fawn was 
found to be a white girl, a little beau­ 
ty, with an olive complexion and long 
blond hair worn down her back in two 
braids in Indian fashion. 
Taking in the situation at a glance, 
the Indian agent commanded that the 
ceremony cease immediately, and that 
Swift Fawn be taken back to ber guard­ 
ians. Hem she was wen by Mr. Spronl 
and the agent. She spoke the Sioux 
tougue, but gave evidence in a thqpsund 
ways that she was originally from a 
Sumo of refinement. 
By threatening with dire punishment 
the Indians in whose care the girl had 
been Mr. Sproul and the agent secured 
from them a promise that no farther 
steps should be taken toward giving the 
girl in marriage. An order was secured 
through tho efforts of Senator Kyle re­ 
moving her from tho reservation to the 
school at Sioux Falla. 
This order came very near proving 
worthless, for the Indians bad become 
alarmed when the wedding was stopped 
and were trying to have the marriage 
performed secretly when 
the order 
reached the reservation. 
When Mr. 
Sproul prest-uted the document giving 
bim authority to take charge of the 
girl, the Indians, especially the pair 
who claimed to be the father and moth­ 
er of Swift Fawn, were furious, and for 
a time it looked as if the clergyman 
would never return alive to Pierre. 
A 
plot to kill him was conceived, but this 
wa* frustrated by Swift Fawu, who 
warned the minister of his dauger and 
thus gave him an opportunity to pro 
lect himself. 
Finally the Indians, when they saw 
that their light was useless, agreed to 
give up the girl, aud then her reputed 
lather and mother told Mr. Sproul all 
they knew of her, aud their story recall- 
•d vividly a raid made by Sitting Bull.

Words are slowly returning to Wil­ 
liam H. Allen, the stationer of Brick 
Church, N. J., 
who was recently 
stricken with aphasia. The 
man is 
helping to cure himself by the power of 
his own will. 
He repeats the alphabet, 
reads the paper, attempts to name the 
objects about him and seek* to marshal 
straggling words into sentences. 
The strange affliction came upon him 
when he went down stairs a few morn­ 
ings ago. 
He tried to greet his wife. 
The words “ good morning” were what 
he would halo said, only the syllables 
would not come to bis lips. He could 
make only inarticnlate sounds. Mr*. 
Allen sent for Dr. T. N. Gray, the fam­ 
ily ph/siciun, who at once recognized a 
case of aphasia. The part of the brain 
which presides over language—the third 
frontal convolution—had been clogged, 
probably by some fatty substance. 
Mr. 
Allen had a fit of sneezing only a few 
minutes before he lost the power to ar­ 
ticulate. This may have been in part re­ 
sponsible for the clot npon the brain. 
Dr. William Pierson, who was also 
called in consultation, agreed with the 
diagnosis made by Dr. Gray. 
Mr. Allen nnderstands nearly every­ 
thing which bis wife and the physicians 
say to him. When he attempts to force 
rn sentence in reply to the language ad 
dressed to him, he finds that the words 
which be needs have slipped away. He 
has the thought, but the form is gone. 
His condition is like that of a child. 
The infant knows the meaning of the 
words which are spoken to him long'be­ 
fore he can speak. The impression made 
by the mind of the child is not strong 
enough to act as a guide in pronouncing 
the syllables. 
Mr. Allen ie beginning to loam lan­ 
guage all over again. In many oases, 
however, by a strong exercise of bis 
will, the words come back in twos and 
threes. He is able to form disconnected 
sentences. He can write, too, after the 
manner in which be talk* 
He has been much assisted in his ef­ 
forts at learning words by his wife. He 
began recently by reciting his alphabet 
A primer was shown to him. His face 
brightened at the sight of the charac­ 
ters, and then he began to recite A, B, 
0, D, and so on without the slightest 
hesitation to the final letter. He seemed 
to feel much encouraged. 
He is a man of rugged health, his 
physicians say. He is tall, broad shoul­ 
dered, and his cheeks are florid. He 
does not go to business, bat takes walks 
about his home, at 22 Halstead street. 
East Orange, N. J. He went about the 
streets looking at the horses, the wagons 
and the trees and trying to force him­ 
self to recollect the names which were 
connected with the objects which he 
saw. 
He went down to his store a few days 
aga 
His clerks were surprised to see 
bim. They were mort surprised when 
he picked up a pad of paper and wrote 
down the following orders: 
Arthur stay store. 
Freeman say 
stand. ” 
The first of these sentences meant 
thut one of his clerks who had been sent 
around town ou errands should remain 
in the store. 
The other meant that 
Freeman, another clerk, should have 
charge of the newsstand near the rail­ 
road station at Brick Church.

BONDS PAID IN SILVES. 


Teller** R esolution R ep o rted fa v o ra b ly 
to Iii,* Senate. 
W as I CINO Tost, Jan. ID. — The open 
session of the senate wsis Inrief, practi­ 
cally the only business accomplished 
aside from the routine proceedings was 
the passage of the urgent deficiency ap­ 
propriation bill. The measure as finally 
puss*si by the senate carries $1,1118,810. 
The Teller resolution, providing that 
braids of the United States may be paid 
in standard silver dollars, was favorably 
rejxirbsl by a majority of the finance 
committee, and notice was given that it 
would Im* c*alh*d up at an early date. An 
effort was made to fix a time for the 
final vote on the pending census bill, 
but was altandoucd. 
The vote on the Teller resolution 
sto»si 8 to 5 in the committee. 
The resolution is practically the same 
as the Stanley Matthews resolution 
adopted some years ago. 
Those voting for the resolntion were: 
Messrs. Vest, Jour* (Ark.), 
White, 
Walthall, Turpie, Daniel, Democrats; 
Jones (Nev.), Silver Republican, aud 
Wolcott, Republican. 
Those against: Morrill, Allistfa, Aid- 
rich, Platt (Conn.), aud Burrows. 
Senator Jones of Nevada was not 
present, hut his vote was, by his re- 
qur st, recorded in favor of the reso­ 
lution. 
Tho vote in the committee was pre­ 
ceded by a discussion, which wAs gener­ 
ally participated in by the members of 
the committee. The general tenor of 
the discussion was along the same lines 
as that of u week ago, the Republicans 
contending that the resolntion was use­ 
less and w'ould be devoid of results, and 
the Democrats and their allies faking 
th© opposite |kaition. The Republicans 
especially deprecated the agitation of 
the financial question at the present 
time, saying thoro was no effort, aud 
likely to be none, to pass a gemini finan­ 
cial measure through the senate com- 
nutting the country more definitely to 
the gold standard. 
To this the Democrats replied by cit 
Ing the efforts of Secretary Gage and 
©x-8©nator Edmunds to have congress 
take up the question in a way which 
looked to placing the country definitely 
upon a gold bmus. They contended that 
it was the evident purpose of the adminis­ 
tration to secure legislation in the inter­ 
est of the single standard whenever op­ 
portunity offered and avowed their pur­ 
pose of scn-uring a declaration in favor 
of a double standard, such os was pro­ 
posal in this resolution, if fiossihle to do 
so, in order to show" that there had been 
no change iii sentiment. If, they said, 
the business inbTest* were to be in­ 
jured by the agitation of the financial 
question at this time, the blame should 
Is* placed upon the Republican adminis­ 
tration and not npon themselves. 
When some of the Republican sena­ 
tors were reminded that they had voted 
for the resolution when presented by 
Hon. Stanley Matthews 80 years ago 
they admitted such to be the fact, but 
said in explanation of their present at­ 
titude that conditions had changed. 
Senator Wolcott did not vote with his 
Republican friends, but heartily sum 
ported the resolution, saying he would 
vote for it every time it come up.

NEW ELECTRIC ENGINE. 


Motor Resem ble* a Steam Locom otive Ooh 
Met Betw een Two Sleeping Shields. 
A number of railroad, steamship and 
city officials and others interested in 
Hoboken's commercial department were 
the guests of the Hoboken “ Shore road" 
recently in a trial trip of a new 640 
horsepower electric locomotive. 
Superintendent W. J. Clark of the 
General Electric company, builders of 
the new motor, handled the power of 
the locomotive aud showed how the 
train could be started, run and chec ked 
at various speeds without a jerk. 
The motor looks like a steam locomo­ 
tive cab, set between two sleeping 
shields, the whole placed upon eight 
wheels. The interior is a well lighted 
room with ample space for movement. 
The movement of the motor armature 
is communicated to the wheels through 
spur gears, the gears being arranged for 
the very low speed of eight miles an 
hour when the locomotive is hauling 
a load, so complying with city ordi­ 
nances.—Pittsburg Dispatch.
